The Examiner is respectfully requested to review the references identified below 
and on the accompanying form PTO-1449 and make them of record in the instant application as 
required by MPEP § 609. 

The following references are noted as being potentially relevant to the subject 
matter of the present application: 

U.S. Pat. No. 4,124,947 to Kuhl et al. discloses a method of producing a graphic 
pattern of raised lines that cause a different visual effect when viewed from different angles. 
Raised color mounds are printed in rows and columns, such that when the printed object is 
viewed from above a certain angle, the valleys between color mounds can be seen. If the object 
is viewed from below a certain angle, the valleys can not be seen. The valleys are contemplated 
to be a different color from the mounds. It is further contemplated that because the color mounds 
are difficult to duplicate, observing the visual effect caused by the color mounds permits 
verification of the validity of the printed object. 

U.S. Pat. No.4,1 84,700 to Greenaway shows a printed document having an 
embossed thermoplastic coating forming a light-modifying relief structure. This structure causes 
different visual effects when viewed from different angles. A flat support member coated with a 
thermoplastic material is embossed with optical markings having a light modifying relief 
structure that is easily identified by machine. It is contemplated that creating the embossed 
structure requires expensive equipment and expertise, and the presence of the embossed structure 
is indicative of document genuineness. 

U.S. Pat. No. 5,1 16,548 to Mallik et al. discloses the use of cured resin to form a 
surface relief pattern. Uncured resin is applied to a web in repeating areas in registration with a 
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surface relief pattern. The resin areas are then held between the substrate and a relief pattern 
while the resin is cured. The cured resin forms a hardened relief pattern, such as a hologram. 


U.S. Pat. No. 5,401,303 to Stoffel et al. shows the use of an additive to reduce the 


surface tension of an ink. Color ink jet printers typically use black ink for text and various color 
inks for color images. The black ink is normally chosen to have high surface energy to produce 
sharp edge acuity. Colored inks are chosen to have low surface energy so that they absorb into 
the media rapidly, thereby avoiding "bleeding" of the inks. Certain fluorinated compounds are 
added to lower the surface tension of the high surface tension ink to within 1 5 dynes/cm of the 
low surface tension inks to alleviate the problems of halo and shrinkage.
